ROCHESTER, N. Y., Feb. 12.—About 


sixteen miles east of this city and'four 
miles east of the town of Fairport nn the 
New York Central railroad there occurred 
early this morning one of the worst and 
most complicated freight wrecks in the 
road's history. 


An east-bound stock train of twenty- 


three cars and running twenty-five miles 
an hour collided with a west-bound 
freight of seventeen ears. 


The concussion waa terrific and the re- 


sulting wreck was almost beyond descrip- 
tion. 


Six carloads of stock, dead and maimed 


and piteously moaning were scattered 
over the tracks. The cars were broken 
into kindling wood. 


Bath engines were a complete wreck, 


being stove and battered almost out of the 
resemblance of locomotives. 


One of the incidents of the wreck, was 


tho death and mutilation that came to a 
carload of horses after the wreck oc- 
curred. 
Sixteen western horses were 


turned loose from a car in the wreck 
Dashing away, they were just crossing 
the West Shore track ween another train 
passing there ploughed through them and 
killed a half dozen of the m. 


At 9 o'clock this morning, Fred Hosford, 


a lireman, had been found dead, jammed 
against the boiler of his engine. 


Engineer Thomas Weli-h and Fireman 


Wood were still buried in the wreck this 
morning and were probably dead. 


William Gunldenachuh, a brakeman) 


was found burled under the wreck uncon- 
scious.

ROCHESTER, N. Y., 2 o'clock.—Three 


persons have died. The dead are Fred 
Hosford, Thomas Welch and Charles 
Wood. 


D. C. Wilson, another brakeman, was 


badly cut about the face and almost frozen 
to death. 


Engineer Phillips was found in a field 


fifty feet from the disaster, stunned. 
Conductor George PfehTer of the east- 
bound train escaped with a few bruises, 
It is probable there are more hodies in the 
wreck, as the relief crew could hear cries 
for help after these unfortunates had been 
taken out of the wreck.

The 
book contains dispatches from Sir Jacobus 
Dewitt, the British diplomatic agent at 
Pretoria, addressed to Sir Hercules Robin- 
son, which announces that Preside:.* 
Krnger upon learning that Dr. Jameson 
and his followers had crossed the frontier 
of the Transvaal made an appeal to the 
governments of Germany and France for 
their intervention. 


Then follows the secret of the cause ot 


the recent military preparations in Eng- 
land. The blue book adds that in const" 
quence of the receipt of Sir Jacobus A. 
Dewitt's dispatch to Sir Hsrcules Robin- 
son, Mr. Chamberlain telegraphed to Gov- 
ernor Robinson on Jan. 13, as follows: 
"Great Britain will resist at all cost the 
interference of any foreign power in the 
affairs of Transvaal." 


It is noted further that the suggestion 


that Germany had contamplated such a 
step was met in England by unprece- 
dented and a unanimous outburnt of pub- 
lic feeling. Great Britain will not toleratp 
any change in her relations with the 
Transvaal, is the government's position as 
stated in this official publication.

Two Traveling Sharpers Get 


After a State Street 


Peddler. 


TALKED BUSINESS, MEANT ROBBERY. 


A Smooth Story. The Bait Is Taken. Trip 


to Rochester. Suspicions Aroused. 


Escapes With the Watches. How 


the Account Stands. 


This city was visited last week by two 


sharpers who tried hard to "do" a man 
out of his money, but luckily he discov- 
ered their character in time to escape 
from their clutches without bodily injury 
and with but a trivial financial loss. 


The strangers put in an appearance a 


week ago yesterday. They called at the 
house of A. Bunimovitz, a peddler who 
lives on State street, and inquired for him. 
Mrs. Bunimovitz told them ho was away 
on a peddling trip and would not be home 
till Friday or Saturday. 
The men said 


they wanted to see him on important busi- 
neslness and asked Mrs. Bunimovitz if she 
could board them until her husband's 
return. She told them she could not, but 
that she had a spare room they could use 
if they could get their meals elsewhere. 
They looked about and found that they 
could board with Mrs. Brainer in the tene- 
ment down stairs, and settled down to 
await the return of Mr. Bunimovitz. 


The men gave their names as Mr. Elis- 


bergand Mr. Settler. They were well 
dressed and had the appearance of gentle- 
men. 
One was about fifty-five years old 


and wore a cropped gray beard, and the 
other was a large and stout built man of 
about fort}'. The men could talk two or 
three different languages. 
They made 


themselves very agreeable, talked about 
places in the old country known by the 
families they were stopping with and al- 
most convinced Mr. Braines that they 
even knew of him in the old country. 


Things worked along smoothly till Fri- 


day, when Mr. Bnnimovitz arrived home- 
Owing to bad weather and roads, he left 
his team in the vicinity of Fittsfield and 
came home on the 2.30 p. m. train. He 
had been home but a short time when the 
strangers introduced their business. They 
&aid they had been in the clothing trade 
at Louisville, Ky., and had recently failed 
for 135,000. They had, they said, compro- 
mised with their creditors and kept the 
goods, which they hod moved to Roches- 
ter, N. Y., in the hope of selling. They 
were, however, unable to dispose of the 
stock there and bad come east to see what 
could be done. They had been to Boston, 
but could find no opening for the sale of 
their goods, and, hearing of Mr. Bunimo- 
vitz, they had concluded to stop here and 
see if they could make a deal with 
him. 
They were 
hard 
pressed for 


money 
and 
would 
sell 
him 
the 


stock of goods literally at his own price. 


Mr. Bnnimovitz has some means and be 


concluded to investigate and make the 
deal if he found things as stated. It was 
agreed that all should go to Rochester 
the following Monday, and then the 
stranger thought it would be better for 
one of them to go ahead and get the 
goods read}' for removal, as there could 
be no possible doubt that Mr. Bunimovitz 
would take the stock. Consequently one 
of the men leit on the 11.46 train Saturday 
night. He was short of ready change and 
borrowed of Mr. Bunimovitz $23 with 
which to get home and pack the goods- 
At 5 o'clock Sunday afternoon a dispatch 
was received from him stating that every- 
thing was all right and asking his partner 
and the prospective purchaser to come on 
at once. 


Mr. Bunimovitz and the stranger left 


Sunday evening on the 8.05 train ami ar 
rivet! in Rochester at 3.50 Monday morn" 
ing. They were met at the depot by the 
other partner. 
All walked away to- 


gether, and after a long and tortuous 
tramp about the city they fetched up at a 
small, ramshackle hotel, where it was not 
even necessary to register. The men took 
Mr. Bunimovitz to a room and proceeded 
to talk business. They said the goods 
were all ready for removal, but there was 
a small amount of rent due and the goods 
could not be taken from the store until 
this was paid. Mr. Bunimovitz was asked 
to advance f75 to pay the rent. He told 
the men he could not do this before see- 
ing the goods. They said it would not be 
Bale to snow a stranger through the store, 
as it might arouse the suspicions of the 
landlord and frustrate the trade. 
By 


this time Mr. Bunimovitz's suspicions were 
aroused and he repeated that he could ad" 
vancc no money before seeing tho goods, 
whereupon the men professed to be very 
indignant and asked if he distrusted them. 
He replied that be knew nothing about 
them except what they had told him, 
and he must see something for his money 
before parting with it. 


| 
The men then left and were gone about 


j nn hour. They then returned and said 


they had raised a part of the necessary 
money and could get along if Mr. Bnnimo- 
vitz would let them have f 35 or $40 After 
a little more talk he agreed to advance 
£21. taking the men's gold watches for 
security. 
The compromise was effected 


and confidence was restored. 
That is, 


the sharpers seemed to feel more confi- 
dent that they would yet be able to "do" 
their man. 
Meantime Mr. Bunimovitz 


was not asleep. 
He had the watches 


in his pockets and had not yet handed 
over the |21. The men ordered up a bot- 
tle of alleged wine and asked him to 
drink, but he refused and began to look 
toward the door. One of the men, both 
of whom were big fellows, took a position 
at the door and told him he should not 
leave the room till he had delivered the 
troney or the watches, but Mr. Bunimo- 
bitz, thinking the game had gone far 
enough made a sudden dash and escaped. 
He hurried to the depot, boarded a train 
and reached North Adams Tuesday morn- 
ing, not having had a mouthful to eat or 
drink since nis departure Sunday night. 


There is no doubt that Mr. Bunimovitz 


was in the hanjjs of genuine cut-throats 
and he was very fortunate to escape with- 
out bodily injury and with no greater 
financial loss. He is out $23 besides his 
fare to Rochester and return, and has to 
offset this outlay to the benefit of his ex- 
perience and two " gold " watches worth 
about ¥10. It is not at all likely that he 
will ever make such a venture again. 


Incidentally it may be stated that Mr. 


Elisberg and Mr. Settler forgot to pay 
their board bill in this city.

The government equipped (very badly) 


B fleet of ten vessels and gvo the com- 
mand to Admiral Bvngr. He fought an 
action with Comte do la Galissoniere, in 
which ho was defeated and fell back to 
defend Gibraltar. At Gibraltar, Hawke, 
who was seut out to replace him, deprived 
him of his command before the whole fleet. 
Ho was brought to trial by court martial 
in England, condemned and shot. Old 
Blakoney was deservedly loaded with hon- 
ors. 
Ho lived another five years to enjoy 


his peerage, a colonelcy and the red ribbon 
and was buried in Westminster abbey. 


Byng has never been properly under- 


stood. Few people even at the time of his 
Iniquitous execution really supposed that 
he deserved death. In all men's eyes 
Newcastle was the real criminal. But 
the people must bare a victim, and New- 
castle n as beyond their reach. Tho loss 
of Minorca stirred the people to their 
depths.

All they could insist on was 
that Rome one must hang for Port Mahon, 
and so Byng was flung to them as a scape- 
goat for the ministry. 


But Byng was not exactly a martyr. JIo 


was at the tune of his death a gentleman 
of 53 years of ago, the son of tho founder 
of the Torrlneton peerage and might all 
his life have had any appointment he cared 
to ask for. It is no proof of cowardice 
that he chose easy posts. Byng was a 
bravo man, but he was a dawdler, and 
when he came to fight his last engagement 
ho reaped tho fruits of his dawdling life, 
for he was outmanouvorcd.—Temple Bar.

York City, and the SUllneu «t StorkTille 
Center Kept Him Amko—Hl> Scheme 
Worked, bnt the Neighbor! Objected. 
"I met In Broadway this morning," 


said Colonel Calliper, "my old friend 
Socrates Griptongs, who at one time lived 
in Storkvllle fcenter, Vt., where he be- 
came famous in a night. Mr. Griptongi 
was born and raised in this city, and ho 
had been accustomed always to its roar, 
' which was, in fact, music to him, as It is 
to many others. 


"Mr. Grlptongs had made a fortune In 


business and retired, and he thought ha 
would Jike to move into the country. How 
he oame to pitch on Storkvllle Center I 
don't know, but I don't see bow he could 
have made a better selection. 
He bought 


a farm there, just on the edge of the town, 
and settled dawn comfortably. But from 
the very first ho suffered .from insomnia, 
which was a very mysterious thing, for 
he had good health and plenty of money 
and nothing to bother him, and he took 
plenty of exercise and got tired enough 
nights, but somehow he couldn't sleep. Ho 
wondered for a long time why this could 
be, bnt he couldn't imagine until one 
night, when he was sitting out on the 
veranda, all of a sudden he became con- 
scious of the fact that the world was full 
of stillness, stillness. He thought he had 
never heard so much silence in his life be- 
fore, and he never had.

"Noise? Well, there never was any- 


thing like it in that or any other part of 
Vermont, and for hours the four horse 
team kept it up, jolting tho big truck 
along, with tho beams and bars bounding, 
making music for the sleeping Griptongs, 
but spreading amazement and dismay 
throughout the neighboring country.

RAILWAY ENTERTAINERS. 


Tfcntr Dellnte Tuks In the Society of 


Capitalist* From Abroad. 


''He's the entertainer of a railroad com- 
pany," said one man to another about a 
third man who had saluted the speaker In 
passing. 


"And whom does ho entertain?" 
"Mostly men from the other side of the 


Atlantic whom the company wishes to in- 
terest in its schemes or securities. Other 
persons, too, if need be. Doubtless he has 
work of other sorts on hand, but he Is 
chosen primarily because he knows how to 
entertain." 


Tho entertainer of a railway companr Is 


a well spoken man, who knows just what 
to eay and when to say it. He takes the 
visiting capitalist In band, introduces him 
to the right people and sees that he does 
not fall in with tho wrong people. Per- 
haps he sees that the stranger Is made 
comfortable at some good club or even In- 
vited to fashionable houses, although the 
entertainer does not make use unnecessa- 
rily of what Is known as society In further- 
ing his ends. There are still some rich 
Britons who hope to be richer through 
transactions in American stocks, bonds 
and mortgages. There are some amazing- 
<Jy green foreigners who have visions of 
sudden wealth to bo had in such transac- 
tions. For the most part, however, tha 
visiting foreign capitalist is in searoh of 
Investments that will pay higher divi- 
dends than Investments at home. It is tho 
business of the entertainer to make such 
men see his road as the managers wish It 
to be seen. The task is a delicate one, for 
the visiting capitalist is often shy and sus- 
picious. Being a great man at home, ha 
would resent a palpable attempt to manip- 
ulate him. If he is to see tha right people 
and be kept away from the wrong people, 
the machinery that compasses all this 
must be kept nut of view. 


The entertainer comes out In great form 


when he sends a party of capitalists on a 
tour of Inspection over the road. Somo 
such tours are historic, and when their 
history comes to be written it will bo 
found vastly more entertaining than tha 
list of distinguished guests given to thu 
press through the agency of the entertain- 
er. That shrewd person sees that the trip 
is embellished with all the luxuries of the 
table, solid and liquid, that the right men 
encounter the visitors at the right places, 
and that the proper statistics ore thrown 
in the way of the strangers. There are a 
great many clever persons employed in 
managing a railway system, and consider- 
able sums are expended by every company 
for lubricating oil to keep engines and 
ether machinery In order, but there Is no 
cleverer person and no more efficient lu- 
bricator than the entertainer. Jt has been 
said that ho could not stand tho test fot 
moral color blindness, but doubtless this 
is an Invention.—New York Sun.

Korea perform the office of pack horse in 
this region, and three Koreans quickly 
presented themselves to me, on my land- 
Ing from 'the steamer in a sampan, and 
carried up my traps to the Zolotoe Bog, or 
Golden Horn hotel.

ans at play" with placid Mongolian su- 
periority.

"a bit, a enacb") gives an appetite, and 
also has to allay It, for the easy going, 
good tempered Russians do not Insist on 
military punctuality from the Asiatic ho- 
tel servants, and these are not likely to 
volunteer to give it. Every one waits in 
Vladivostok. The Izvozchlks wait on the 
box of their caleche for a fare; the Korean 
porter, with his carrying frame on his 
back, sits on the plank "sidewalk" and 
waits for a job; the European or Siberian 
guests sit at table, smoking cigarettes to 
beguile the hoars and wait for the waiter 
to bring fliem their obled or iijin (lunch 
or dinner) ten times already ordered and 
promised "immediately;" tho long tressed, 
cheerful looking young Chinese waiters, 
ipso facto, wait and pass jokes in a loud 
voice !#tween themselves in the guttera) 
dialect of Shantung (China) until the Jap- 
anese cook has got ready the portsia— 
"portion" ordered by a guest an hour or 
two ago. It must surely be an error to 
render seichass by "immediately." Lit- 
erally It means "this hour," and the wait- 
ers In Vladivostok can menu nothing .'es> 
by It.—Fortnightly Boview.

Hebrew marriage rings were formerly 


vary elaborate, hearing upon the bock a 
representation of a coffer or casket, which 
sometimes contained slips of paper on 
which prayers or charms were written. 


Down to the present cestury rings wore 


frequently given away in England and 
France at funerals of noted persons, and 
in old wills are found provisions made for 
rings to bo distributed at the funeral of 
the donor. 


Assyrian rings, the stone being carved 


for a signet, have been found In Nineveh 
and Babylon. Some specimens are pro- 
vided with double keepers, one above and 
the other below the signet, to prevent the

flie .Few Recreation* and AmtuemenU of 


the Children—What In Meant to "Gut 
the Mitten"—Th» Reverence In Which 
tha New Kneland Sabbath Wn» HeuJ. 


Though Puritan children had but few 


recreations and amusements, they must 
have enjoyed a very cheerful, happy home 
life. Making sugar in its season wns 
looked forward to with very agreeable an- 
ticipations by the farmers' eons and daug'i- 
ters. Toll hi that was more than figura- 
tively sweetened. 


Thnrlow 
Weed ears: "When your 


troughs were dug out of basswood—for 
there were no buckets In thoso days—your 
trees tapped, your wood cut, and your 
fires fed, there was leisure either for read- 
Ing or'sparking.' Who will over forget 
the transparent and delicious streaks of 
sandy, cooled in snow, while 'sugaring 
off.' Many a farmer's son ha1! found his 
best opportunity for mental improvement 
in bia leisure moments while tending sap 
bush. At night ycu had oaly to feed the 
kettles and keep up your Urea, tho sap 
having been gathered and the wood cut 
before dark. I remombor in this way to 
have read a history of the French revolu- 
tion. I remember also how happy 1 was 
to borrow the book of ter n two mile trump 
through tho siiow shoeless.'' 


An old time New England expression, 


"getting the mitten," meaning getting 
your odor of marriage rejected by youi 
" bos t girl," 1ms an origin in the custom 
of the earlier days. One hundred years 
ago glovos were unknown in the country 
towns; mittens were.Unitted and worn in 
all families. If a young man going home 
from singing school With the girl of hie 
choice was holding hor initteucd hand, tc 
beep it from getting cold, and took the op- 
portunity to urge his suit, if tho nffur 
proved acceptable, the hand would remain; 
If otherwise, an effort to withdraw tfct 
hand would leave the mitten. So the suitor 
would get the mitten, bnt not the hand. 


Them were large families in those days. 


Sir William Phlpps was one of 20 children. 
Benjamin Franklin was one of a family of 
17. They rejoiced In some very singular 
names. These are tlio names of one fam- 
ily: 
Experience, Waitstill, 
Preserved, 


Hopestill, Walt, Thanks, Unites, Desire 
and Supply. 


It is Interesting to note that tho dinner 


hour has gradually moved from the fore- 
noon until evening. Tho word dinner is 
believed to be n corruption of six hours, 
or i! o'clock, tho hour at which the Nor- 
man conquerors nte their principal meal. 
A young mmi from tho Maine woods vis- 
ited New York ou n schoonor and wrote 
homo thus: "Hardly anybody here eats 
dinner at noon. Most ot tho folks eat 
theirs at fl o'clock. The rloh don't eat 
theirs until 7 or half past, and tho real 
upper crust don't dine until some time 
next day." Ho had evidently been 
brought up to think 13 o'clock tho proper 
hour. 


Saturday night was the beginning of 


the Sabbath. Tho quiet hush that per- 
vaded the very atmosphere of the house 
suppressed tho boisterous spirits of youth, 
and early planted a reverent love for the 
New England Sabbath. Everybody was 
expected to go to meeting and stny through 
both services. Some of the stanch men 
rode in the saddle, tho good wife on a pil- 
liun. with the baby in her lap, and the 
next older child in front or behind. Every 
first Sabbath of the month tho deacon 
could bo seen cantering up the long road 
with tho consecrated jug for the sutra- 
in ent al wine dangling from hissitddln. It 
must have been n pleasant sight on Sun- 
day morning to stand by the church and 
watch the worshipers ns singly, two by 
two, or in families, they seemed to rise 
out of the hills, from tho east and from tho 
west, from tho north and from the south, 
for Sabbath morning all paths led to 
church, us all roads lod to Rome. In sum- 
mer time the boys and girls carried their 
shoos and stockings in their hands, to 
save them from the wear and tear of the 
bushes and the long, sandy paths. Among 
tho duties cf the sexton was to turu the 
hourglass. Tho sermon was expected to 
close with the last sands of the glass. 
How tho children, and perhaps tho grown 
people, watohod the glass! But they were 
sometimes disappointed, lor the old minis- 
ters had groat gifts of continuance. Theii 
wigs wore full of learning, and as freely 
as they had received freely they gave. 


In 1680 each meeting house had tho ap- 


pendage of stocks and whipping post, and 
in some place they voted, "That all per- 
sons who should stand out of tho mcpting 
house during the timo ot divine UVMUU 
should be set in the stocks.'' 


It was also ordered that profano swear- 


ing should be punished liy sitting In tho 
stocks threo times; telling lies, a fine of 
10 shillings or sitting In the storks two 
times. Iu 1BS3 an unfortunate benedict 
was filled for tecping house alimc 
A 


man was filled for driving :> yoke of oxuu 
flvo miles on tho Sabbath day. 


As long ago ns 174o it is said there were 


bad boys, and tithing men were appointed 
to see that they did "not play in meoting," 
and to keep t!i» dugs out o! tho meal ing 
house. 


Mrs. Stowo gives a picture of tho old 


meeting Louse, whioli is tin: best I have 
found. "To ray childish eyes our meeting 
house was fashioned on tha model of 
Noah's ark and Solomon's U>mplo. 
Its 


double rows of windows, of whioli I knew 
the number by heart; its door.s, with great 
wooden quirks over them; its belfry, pro- 
jecting out at. the uas'u end; its steoplc and 
boll, all inspired as muchscnsooC the sub- 
lime tis Stragburg catheilral itself. How 
magnificent to my eyes seemed tho turnip- 
like canopy that hung over the minister's 
head, hooked by a long iron rod to tha 
wall above! How I wondered at tho pan- 
els ou cither side of the pulpit, carved UIK! 
painted as a flaming red tulip. Tho urra 
of the house was divided into large, square 
pews, finished with a balustrade ten inches 
high. 
Through these loopholes the chil- 


dren could watch each other and roport 
discoveries." 


The meeting housed were cot warmod, 


but the old and the delicate carried foot 
stoves, and between tho services they all 
repaired to a small building outside to 
eat their lunch and warm thoir nearly 
frozen limbs. The ministers were settled 
for life, and they wero looked up to with 
groat respect, and well they might be, for 
they were really the only educated people. 


In tho very early days neighbors usually 


paid friendly visits during the winter sea- 
son. In summer they wero too busy. 
The men talked over thoir family affair* 
und the prices of what they hod for sale. 
The wires and daughters chatted freely 
about their yards of homespun linen and 
linsoy woolsey while they were busy knit- 
ting. It would have been regarded as 
quite disgraceful for any wonmu (o sit 
idlB. Al: were regaled with good dough- 
nuts, cheflsa, dm: cider or homemade beer.

of tin- murder of her sister, Sophia Grant, 
at Charicstown, on Feb. 1, had her pre- 
liminary examination in tho Charlestown 
district court yesterday. She was held 
without bail for tho grand jury. 


Tho follow ing wore heard: Dr. Harrli. 


medical examiner; i)r. Wood of the Har- 
Turd Medical school, who examined the 
supposed weapon and the skirt taken from 
the prisoner; Dr. O'Brien, Officer Mc- 
Tiornan, Sereeant Fessenden and W. D. 
Donghty. 
They substantially reported 


the testimony with which the public Is fa- 
miliar, and were subjected to cross-exam- 
ination by Mr. Corbett, the prisoner's 
counsel. 


Mr. Corbett siild he did not think he 


would offer any evidence. He said th.it 
when the crime was discovered It was 
necessary for the police to

"Your honor," he went on, "sees the re- 
sult of their labors, or, at least, some of 
them.

Biennial 
Roso've Passes the House —Tho 


Hooker Statue—Rapid Transit. 


BOSTON, Feb. 12.—Rapid transit in this 


city promises to again become an absorb- 
ing topic on Beacon Hill, as yesterday a 
bill was filed entitled "An act to incorpor- 
ate the Lan caster Elevated Railway com- 
pany, and to promote rapid transit in the 
city.of Boston." The features set forth 
are 5-ecnt fares and free transfers. 
The 


capital stoc£ at the start will not be less 
than $6,0(10,two, with privilege of Increa* 
ing to |10,OiiO,000. 


The promoters are said to be prominent 


bankers. The bill is drafted to Include sill 
the regulations affecting railway corpora- 
tions under tho laws of Massachusetts. It 
provides that tho corporation may con- 
struct an electric railway on the plan of a 
system invented by George A. Lancaster. 
It may use clectrlelty or any other power, 
and specifics streets to be used and loca- 
tions of stations, besides other details, 
such as acquiring property, etc. 


After a spirited debate, th? amended 


resolve for state biennial elections passed 
tho house by a voto of 175 yeas and 5i 
nays. Seven Democrats voted for the re- 
solve and soven Republicans voted against 
It. 


The resolve providing for erecting, In or 


on the stale house grounds, an equestrian 
statue In bronze cf General Hooker was 
ordered to a third reading after eulogistic 
addresses. 


Tho insurance committee reported a bill 


requiring mutual nre insurance compa- 
nies to have a reserve of (100,000 instead of

British Statesmen Express Kindly 


Feelings Toward America. 


Monroe Doctrine and Inter* 


national Arbitration 


The Main Topics Discussed In Replies to the 


Queen's Speech. 


LONDON, Feb. 13. —The regular session 


ot parliament was opened 
yesterday. 


Speaker Gully presided over the house o( 
commons. At 3 o'clock the royal commis- 
sion entered the house of lords, and at 
that hour the house of commons was sum- 
moned. 


The house ot commons, after listening 


to the queen's speech in the house of lords, 
resumed its sitting at 4 o'clock. Joseph 
Chamberlain entered the house shortly 
after it had been called to order, and was 
vociferously cheered. 
' 


After the new members of parliament 


had been sworn lu, the ministers an- 
nounced the various bills to be Introduced 
In accordance with the announcement 
contained In the queen's speech. 
The no- 


tice of the proposed Increase in the 
strength of the nuvy was cheered. 


Speaker Gully then rend the qnoen's 


speech, after which the address In reply to 
the speech was moved. 


Mr. Hnrcourt said he was rejoiced at tha 


paragraph in the queen's speech with re- 
gard to Venezuela, as it held out the hope 
that the question could be settled at nn 
early date. He added that no words that 
could Impede such a settlement would fall 
(ram him. This remark disposes of the 
report that the Liberal leaders had deter- 
mined to in'ike an attack upon the govern- 
ment's policy iu regard to6 Venezuela, 
which course nocussarilly would havn led 
to an exchange of warm remarks which 
might hare impeded the progress of settle- 
ment of the dispute. 


Continuing, Mr. Haroourt said that mis- 


understandings both in England and In 
the United States existed and had caused 
ruffled feelings on both sides. The idea 
that America and Groat Britain disputed 
the question of Monroeism was nothing 
new or extraordinary. 
Monroeism, he 


asserted, was not a principle of interna- 
tional liuy, H)ut one of national policy, to 
which the Americans have a traditional 
and passionate Attachment, tuid it was the 
same, doctrine by virtue of which Groat 
Uritaiu had Interfered in various states 
wheu her interests wero affected. 


Ctanorous Admission*. 


Sir William Harcourt also said: "I am 


lu entire agreement with Lord Salisbury 
wheu he says the United States has a per- 
fect right to interpose iu auy controversy 
by which their own interests are affected, 
and they are entitled to judge whether 
tlieir Interest^ are affected and In what 
measure they snail be sustained. That is 
a general doctrine upon which all states 
act. Upon this is founded the balance of 
power, and upon that ground Great Brit- 
ain interposed 
in Belgium, 
Greece, 


Tnrkey and many other places. 


"I regret the delay in the publication 


of the English case. I should have thought 
that before Secretary Olnisy was answered 
all the materials would have been ready 
to lay before the United States and the 
world at large. We do not desire to claim 
any territory to which we are not clearly 
entitled to, and the question Is what is 
that territory? 


"It is the business of the diplomats to 


conic to a reasonable settlement iu such a 
matter. Diplomacy has had this matter, 
in hand for half a century, and a mighty' 
bad hand it has made of it, in my opinion. 
It is not creditable that a question of this 
character should have teen allowed to 
fester until it has broken open into n 
dangerous sore to breed bad blood between 
two great nations. It is the first duty of 
the government to take measures, with- 
out delay, to heal the sore. 


"The people of Great Britain and the 


United States of America have already 
settled important questions by arbitra- 
tion, and it cannot be admitted that this 
question is beyond the reach of arbitra- 
tion. The government docs not reject ar- 
bitration, and the only question left is the 
limitation ot the boundary. There is a 
general desire that justice should be done," 


Referring to the Transvaal, Mr. Har- 


court complimented Mr. Chamberlain for 
his skillful conduct of the affair, and said 
that he thought history had but few ex- 
amples of such moderation as had been 
displayed by President Kroger under cir- 
cumstances of unparalleled provocation. 


Turning to Armenia, he said that to say 


that the reference to this subject in the 
queen's speech is disappointing and to- 
tally unworthy of the subject will repre- 
sent the feeling of the country. ( Continu- 
ing, he remarked: "These crimes are mat- 
ters for our special concern, as wo are par- 
ties to the guarantee of the powers. The 
whole point of the treaty of Berlin is that 
there was a covenant upon the part of the 
sultan to cnrry out reforms, and a guaran- 
tee upon tho part of the powers of Europe 
to sec that these reforms were effected. 


'•Under the Cyprus convention. Great 


Britain specially covenants to 
defend 


Turkey in Asia, iu return for which 
Turkey covenants to protect the Chris- 
tians in Armenia. The support we have 
given Turkey was conditional upon the 
covenants which the sultan has foully 
broken. Is this to be the outcome of the 
great Anglo-Turkish policy of 1S7S?" 


Mr. Hareonrt described Lord Salisbury's 


recent speech on the subject of Armenia 
as an '•unparalleled confession of diplo- 
matic insolvency and national impotence." 
He concluded his soeeoh by saying: "I 
urn glad to find that the government has 
not contemplated to return to protection 
or tampering with the currency." 


B»lfour'« Turn, 


A. J. Bal four, first lord of the treasury 


mid Conservative leader in the house, was 
loudly cheered wheu he arose to reply to 
tiie Liberal leader. He said: 


"Sir William Harcourt has devoted 


much time to attacking views which tho 
government has never held. Neither I 
nor my friends ever paid that the Monroe 
doctrine was (me to which we had a right 
to object. It is of British origin, and I do 
not see any reason'why we should criti- 
cise it. 


"The American commissioners (on the 


Venezuelan boundary) have applied to us 
toniil them with any Information we have 
on the Venezuelan question, and we have 
promised to give Them all the Information 
we nre able to give at the earliest possible 
moment. 
No false pride or diplomatic 


punctilio will be allowed to stand In the 
vruy of a settlement as far as we are con- 
cerned. 


"It is impossible to foresee with cer- 


tainty what will be the general conclu- 
sions arrived at by the American commis- 
sion or by those called upon to Investigate 
the British case. But one conclusion, I 
am certain, will bo reached by every one 
who impartially investigates; ho will be 
convinced that there 1ms never been the 
slightest intention on the part of this 
country to violate the substance or essence 
of the Monroe doctrine. 


"Whatever other conclusion the com- 


mission may arrive at, it will most as- 
suredly reach tha conclusion that no de- 
Biro to push beyond the duo limit of the 
frontier of this empire has ever been the 
animating cause which moved British 
diplomacy in this long-drawn-out contro- 
versy. If this conclusion be fairly and 
frankly »eet before the citizens of the 


United States, ana of their gravest preoc- 
cupations will be at rest. 


"I should rejoice if out ot this evil 


should spring some general system of 
arbitration. 
V that were the issue, I 


should feel that all misunderstandings 
and evils done had been more than re- 
moved, and that a permanent guarantee 
of goodwill between the English speaking 
nations ou the two sides of the Atlantic 
had been attained for ail time." 


Turning then to the Transvaal question, 


Mr. Balfour said: "The armed forces of 
the Chartered company will, of course, bo 
transferred to au imperial officer without 
delay. There Is, therefore) no possibility 
of a repetition of the recent deplorable 
event. The government propose, as soou 
ns the pending trials are concluded, that 
there shall be a full inquiry into the facts- 
and history of the charter." 


Passing then to the subject of Armenia, 


Mr. Balfour said: 
"Lord 
Salisbury's 


speech to the Nonconformist Unionist as- 
sociation accurately 
described Great 


Britain's obligations. There is nothing iu 
the Berlin or the Cyprus treaties requir- 
ing the powers, or England singly,, to go 
to war to compel the Turks to carry out 
their pledges." 


Mr. Balfour pointed out the impos- 


sibility of individual action on the pure of 
Great Britain. He said in this connec- 
tion: "Short o( bringing upon ourselves' 
the prospect of a possible European cou- 
flagratlou, we could have done no more 
in the direction of helping those unhappy 
people than we have done. Let the houso 
and the country remember that wo alone 
among the nations of Europe (I do not 
include the United States, vjliieh I know 
at one time was with us) feel deeply and 
earnestly on this subject of the horrors 
done in Armenia. Foreign nations see 
only the Inevitable evil that must over- 
take Europe if the Eastern question is re- 
opened." 


Mr. Balfour further pointed out that 


foreigu nations think that iu all contro- 
versies it is probable that war will follow 
such an event, and they are not prepared 
to lift a finger to assist Great Britain iu 
carrying out reforms. While, unhappily, 
there is no sign ot Turkish statesmen see- 
ing the errors of their ways, he would 
never regret beiug the follower of a gov- 
ernment which, at all events, did its best 
to induce Turkey to take the only courso 
to secure the permanence ot the Ottoman 
empire. 


Roseb«rjr Scores Salisbury. 


In the house of lords Lord Rosebery 


referred to the ominous omission from the 
queen's speech of the usual reference to 
tlie friendship of foreign powers. 
Ho 


ridiculed the fulsome eulogy bestowed ou 
Colonial Secretary Chamberlain. 


He approved the government policy in 


the Transvaal, but he thought it unfortu- 
nate that the new poet laureate hod beeu 
permitted to publish a glowiug eulogy of 
tho Jameson raid. He warned Mr. Cham- 
berlain, iu boasting of his conduct of the 
colonial policy, not to indulge iu puerile 
reflections calculated needlessly to irritate 
the foreign powers. 


The Venezuela difficulty, IIB said, was 


no new one, and they had all tried their 
hands at it. But now the intervention of 
the United States offered a guarantee of 
tlie permanence of any settlement that 
might be effected. 
Ho welcomed tho 


movement on both sides of the Atlantic 
iu favor of permanent arbitration. 


Turning to the subject of Armenia, 


Lord Rosebery said that he hoped the 
.house would receive fuller information 
than was contained in the curt, cold allu- 
sion in the queen's speech. 
Lard Salis- 


bury's brave words toward the sultan, he 
snld, had not been fulfilled by brave needs. 
The noblo marquis had been forced to 
abandon the cause of the Armenians. 
Surely some course might have been 
adopted between a crusade and apathy. 


Snlidbllry T»1U» Hack. 


The Marquis of Salisbury was received 


witli cheers as he arose to rejjly to the 
criticisms of Lord Rosebery, the ex-prime 
minister. He said: "No sympathy with 
the Armenians would justify us in facing 
calamities compared with which the Cri- 
nieau war would sink iuto insignificance." 


Turning then to Venezuela, Lord Salts- 


bury concurred in Lord Rosebery's views 
that America's mixture in the dispute had 
conduced to satisfactory results more 
rapidly than if tlie United States had not 
interfered. 
"I do not think," he said, 


"that the invoking oi! the Monroe doctrine 
was . controversially quite necessary for 
tlie United Slates. Considering the posi- 
tion of Venezuela in the Caribbean se.i, 
it was no more unnatural that the United 
States shoulfi take uu interest in it than 
that wo should feel nn interest in Holland 
and Belgium; and from that point of 
view, I trust the negotiations will con- 
tinue. 


"I think wo are rightly relying upon 


the question of arbitration. America at- 
taches more unrestricted value to that 
mode of adjusting: controversies than has 
hitherto been done here," 


With reference to permanent arbitration, 


the prime minister expressed the belief 
that between the extremes of unrestricted 
arbitration of all subjects, which it was 
impossible for the two nations to adopt, 
and the former-practice, which perhaps 
used arbitration too little, a middle term 
may bu found 
which will effectually 


diminish the chance of conflict. 


"Now, 
as t3 Armenia," was Lord Salis- 


bury's way of taking up the next topic o( 
his speech. I defy Lord Iloaubory to ilud 
any stipulation in the Berlin treaty that 
could be construed iuto au undertaking 
or threat to fight Turkey on behalf of tho 
Armenians." Ho had warned the sultan, 
he continued, of what would happen if he 
Ignored the opinion of Europe, and he re- 
peated that the sultan was iu very great 
danger by snch defiance if he relied ou tho 
European fear cf what would happen if 
the Turkish empire disappeared. He was 
inclined to believe that Europe would da- 
lay such a catastrophe the longest possible; 
but if the present state of things contin- 
ued, Its natural consequence could uot be 
Indefinitely delayed.

Lord Rosebery had accused the govern- I 


nient of inaction, but wheu, in May last, 
j 


he himself hud Iweii in power, he did uot i 
give any sign of resorting to force if Eng- ! 
land's demands were not conceded.
